The unanimous belief of the American People that our 


national defense must be put on a war footing doesn't mean 
there won't be a bitter fight over how rearmament shall be 
financed. The powerful House Ways & Means Committee 
Tuesday approved one thing we are opposed to — raising the 
legal debt limit of the federal government from present 45 
billion dollars-to 49 billions. . . . Why 49 billions? Isn't that a 
weasly confession that financing our national defense program 
is pretty much like a bargain sale, where 99 cents sounds more 
attractive than O flat $1? 
With other proposals considered 


-S likely to be recommended we arc in 


complete agreement. For instance, it 
Is proposed to increase taxes for the 
rearmament emergency by 565 million 
dollars n year. 


H is proposed to expand the current 


debt by five billion dollars, and repay 
this in four years with the increased 
tax.

that the pending tax legislation would 
keep him in Washington, the senator 
asked Holmes to advise Mississippi's 
Democratic convention Tuesday that 
he hoped the convention would "un- 
animously endorse President Roose- 
velt for a third term." 


Harrison, chairman of the Senate 


Finance Committee, often has opposed 
Mr. Roosevelt on tax and spending 
legislation and today's statement came 
as a surprise to several colleagues.

Nation's Schools Urged as Defense Training 


Centers 


WASHINGTON — Before President 


Roosevelt gets action on his program 
to train a new supply of skilled la- 
bor for the 
rearmament program, 


he will have to settle what apparent- 
ly is .going to be a sharp scrap be- 
tween two important branches of the. 
,'ederal government. 


These are the National Youth Ad- 


ministration, headed by Aubrey Wil- 
liams, and the Office of Education* 
nsaded by J. W. Studebaker. 


ach group is eager to see its own 


plan adopted. Betting at the moment 
is that Williams is likely to win out, 
since he is supposed to be closer to 
(he administration. Studebaker's ace 
card, on the other hand, is that his 
plan is all set up, ready to go, with 
greater speed and a less expense. 


Back of the argument is a basic dis- 


agreement over whether this train- 
ing program is primarily a youth pro- 
gram or an educational program. 


Studebaker's office points out that 


(he nation already has a billion dol- 
lar plant ready to do all the train- 
ing or re-tarining that may be need- 
ed—the technical high schools and 
oilier vocational training schools of the 
regular public shool system over the 
country. They are equipped with ex- 
actly the sort of tools and machines 
needed to prepare men for work in 
airplane factories, auto factories or 
machine shops. 


Fin-'boi-more, for the past 10 years 


the Office of Education has fostered 
special courses to train craftsmen in 
the technique of teaching. There are 
thousands of these teachers on call.

Scientists Make 


Echolihiis 


Organ's "Little, Sir 


Ecjio Hides in a 


Wire Box

NEW YORK — Sometimes an echo 


is a nice thing to have around the 
house, and science has a machine 
which makes echoes to oi'der. 


This echo Is for organs, so that 


in a small, carpeted room of a home, 
where there are no natural echoes, 
an .organ will have tHe same rever- 
berations os in the greatest cathed- 
ral. 
'

The man-made echoes come right 


out of the organ, They follow the 
tones they imitate, after a delay of a 
second, more or less, according to the 
size of auditorium to be imitated or the: 
acoustical requirements of the room. 


These echoes are made by the Ham- 


mond electric organ. As the electic 
current passes to the organ's loud 
speaker a tiny bit of the juice is 
switched off into along thin box, This 
echo current carries all the tones of 
the music. 


In the box it is converted into sound 


so slight as to be inaudible. The box 
is filled with long, steel springs, and 
the sound passes through them the 
same as . through '.a;' wire. But this 
trip trough le springs is slow, 


Te result is that by the time the 


echo sound reaches the exit end of 
the box it is a second, or more, be- 
hind the original tbnes of'which it 
was a part. The exit end is a crystal 
which reconverts the sound into el- 
electricity and shoots it to the organ's 
loud speaker.

Killed in Action 


All Agreed Months 


Ago That Nazis' 


Couldn't Last 


By JACK STiNETT 


WASHINGTON - Washington has 


been pinching itself ever since the 
Nazi blitzkrieg started, trying to find 
out,If it had been completely.,asleep 
during those months when 'the ex- 
perts assured them that Germany 
couldn't last six:months In a major 
war. 


Undoubtedly Great Britain, France 


and a lot of small neutrals have 
been wondering the same thing—but 
they didn't need to pinch themselves. 
The Nazis waked them Up to a liv- 
ing night-marc of bombs, and blood 
and burning death. 


But the nation that economic ob- 


servers said couldn't last has been 
able to throw into lightning war re- 
sources which would burden the weal- 
thiest country in the world. 


Fleets of huge tanks, armored with 


the most invulnerable steel, using 
six gallons of fuel to a mile, roll 
relentlessly across hundreds of miles 
from Germany to the sea. Thousands 
of great bombers, daily burning gas 
and oil by the thousand tons, sweep 
devastation ahead of the tanks. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of well-fed, well- 
clothed, well-armed soldiers pour in- 
to the paths of death cut by the 
machines. 


Portable bridges, parachutes by the 


thousands, a mosquito fleet that threa- 
tens to descend in hordes on the 
English navy, thousands of rubber 
boats to clear the marshes and pon- 
toon' the rivers—all appear as if by 
the. wave .;of a wand from a na- 
tion that had rebelled against Eu- 
rope "only because it was hungry 
and destitute in' the midst of its 
neighbors' plenty." 


The only answer you'll find in these 


iiirts is that Germany lied—lied about 
ts production, its imports, its con- 
sumption. The Nazis must have been 
lying for years, say the economists. 


Greater Germany, with the coun- 


ties under its thumb today, accord- 
ng to best, guesses, is able to get 
hold of more than 8,000,000 tons ol 
oil products annually. 


Synthetic oil products alone will 


ac produced in Germany this year 
to the tune of 4,000,000 tons and the

Alarm Parents 


A l a r m i s t Type Are 


Considered Problem 


Parents

How many times a day do you say 


to your child," Be careful, you'll get 
hurt"? 


If you say it even twice a day, 


you're probably a problem parent— 
the alarmist type. 


Nobody expects you to look on un- 


disturbed while your child teeters 
dangerously at the edge of a preci- 
pice, but there arc ways and ways of 
avoiding danger. Constant naggiiVg is 
a poor way, 


A real alarmist parent does more 


than nag. He tries to wrap his child 
in cotton batting. He's a spoil sport. 


He says, "No you can't go swim- 


ming. You'll get drowned if you start 
playing around that dangerous river." 


He says, "I wish we'd never given 


you that bicycle. No, you can't ride 
it to school. I don't care what Chuck's 
lather lets him do. I don't want 
you to get hurt." 


He says, "If you must roller skate, 


go slow. You might fall and break 
your leg the way that Jones boy did 
last week. Be careful—be careful- 
bc careful." 


Children of alarmist parents react 


in one of two ways. One sort ignores 
his parents as much as possible and 
goes ahead doing as he pleases. He 
sneaks off to the river and learns to 
swim. He waits till everyone is out 
of sight and then sets forth on his 
bicycle. This child at least learns 
independence of action and fearles- 
sness. But he also learns to be deceit- 
ful. 


A different sort of child takes his 


parents' seriously. He grows timid 
•-ind sissificd; he's afraid to do any- 
thing. 


In either case, the alarmist problem 


parent had better mend his ways. 


He can minimize risks in sensible 


ways. He can teach his child to be a 
good swimmer. He can teach his child 
traffic rules, so he can steer his bicy- 
cle with greater safety. 


He can forewarn and forearm his 


child through careful training. More 
he cannot do. He'll still worry, but 
he should bite his lips every time 
he's tempted to say, "Be careful, you'll 
get hurt."
